The official filing receipt received in the above-identified application, having a mailing date of 
May 25, 2004, showed a date inconsistency with the Patent and Trademark Office (PTO) records 
under the Domestic Priority data as claimed by applicant information. 

Applicants reviewed the file of the parent case Application No. 09/890,129. It is noted that 
the “Notification of Acceptance of Application Under 35 U.S.C 371”, dated October 11, 2001 
(copy enclosed herewith), lists the 371 date for the parent case as August 2, 2001 as the date of 
receipt of 35 USC 371( c )(1 ), ( c )(2) and ( c )(4) requirements and the Date of receipt of all 35 USC 
requirements as July 27, 2001 . Herein lies the discrepancy. The date of express mailing for the 
parent 09/890,129 is clearly marked on the receipt postcard. The receipt postcard indicated that the 
parent should have been accorded the original filing date of July 27“’, 2001.

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This appears to be a clerical error made bv the PTO . However, Applicants did not notice the 
incorrect filing date, so the PTO continued to use the incorrect date throughout the prosecution of the 
parent case and carried forward to the most recently filed continuation 10/791,012. 

In response to the date inconsistency on the above-mentioned official filing receipt for the 
continuation (10/791,012), Applicants promptly submitted a Letter requesting correction on August 11, 
2004. The PTO Response, mailed on September 7, 2004, indicated that a petition would be required 
to effect correction. Hence this petition is being timely filed. 

Thus at this time. Applicants hereby petition for a suspension of the rules under 37 CFR § 
1.183 and petition that the PTO issue a corrected filing receipt for the above-identified application 
wherein the phrase “(*)Data inconsistent with PTO records” is deleted for the reasons given above, 
and that the 371 date for Application No. 10/791,012 be changed to July 17, 2001 as listed on the 
Notice of Acceptance.
